Uses Huge ‘Ogra’ Unit to 
Obtain Controlled 
Reaction.

HONG KONG, Aug. 23—A 
Russian discovery of a proce- 
dure that may lead to the 
control of the tremendous en- 
ergy released by the fusion of 
the hydrogen atom was an- 
nounced for the first time in 
Peiping. 

A Peiping radio dispatch re- 
ceived here said the new Rus- 
sian method of harnessing 
thermonuclear reactions was 
reported last Wednesday at a 
meeting at the institute of 
atomic energy of the Chinese 
Academy of Sciences. 

The new Russian approach 
was described as being based | 


Institute of Moscow. 

The Peiping New China 
News Agency summarized the 
new method as follows: 

“Its (the Ogra unit’s) prin- 
ciple is built on the basis of 
the use of the adiabatic catch- 
er. When molecular ions of 
hydrogen, which are accele- 
rated to 200 kilo-electron volts 
beforehand,, are injected into 
the adiabatic eatcher they are 
dissociated into atomic ions 


h os i 

én ‘high ‘témpérature ions 
vibrate between the two ‘mag- 
netic stoppers’ in the adiabatic 
catcher until they collide with 
each other to produce a reac- 
tion. Because there is no large 
electric current going through 
the plasma in the adiabatic 
catcher, the stability of the 
plasma is relatively high. 

“Therefore it is possible 
along these lines to solve the 
question of controllable ther- 
monuclear reaction. Moreover, 
this method also makes it pos- | 
sible to solve the question of | 
stationary thermonuclear re- 


action.” 

The New China agency said 
the Ogra unit is bigger than 
all the thermonuclear reaction 
equipment so far made public 
in scientific literature. Its 
magnetic coils alone are re- 
ported to require 4000 kilo- 
watts of electric power and its 
vacuum camera extends 65 
feet. 

The installation of the unit 
is said to be already completed 
and experimental work is 
starting. The New China agency 
hailed the new method as bear- 
ing the promise of resulting in 
a final harnessing of the ex- 
plosive force in hydrogen 
bombs, thus providing man- 
kind with a cheap, limitless 
new source of. energy.

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U.S. IBERALIZES: 


61 EDUCATIONAL 
RIGHTS OF KOREA 
WAR VETERANS 


New Regulations, Re- 
vealed at Amvets 
Convention H ere, 
May Permit 100,000 
to Resume Studies. 


— 


Nearly 1,000,000 veterans of 
the Korean conflict, whose edu- 
cation under the G.I. bill of 
rights was interrupted for more 
than 12 consecutive months, 
may be able to resume their 
studies under a liberalization 
of regulations announced here 
yesterday. 


Sumner G. Whittier, adminis- 
trator of Veterans Affairs, an- 
nounced a redefinition of con- 
ditions under which a veteran 
may resume interrupted educa- 
tion. 

Under previous regulations, 
Whittier explained, a Korean 
veteran had to show that the 
interruption of G.I.-financed 
education in excess of 12 
months was because of condi- 
tions beyond his control. 

In a speech before the na- 
tional convention of Amvets at 
Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson, Whit- 
tier said the redefinition of 
conditions will make ft possible 
“for most of the affected vet- 
erans to resume studying.” 

New Conditions. 

He listed four new condi- 
tions which now will be consid- 
ered by the Veterans’. Admin- 
istration as “beyond the vet- 
eran’s control.” 

They are: Family or finan- 
cial obligations that made it 
necessary to suspend training 
to get a job; personal or family 
illfess or a death in the fam- 
ily. 

Unavoidable conditions in 
connection with a job that re- 
sulted in an interruption of 
studies, and a 12-month period 
of -suspended training ending 
in a vacation period or some 
other time when it is not pos- 
sible to re-enter school. 

Whittier has ordered that all 
cases of reasonable doubt be 
resolved in favor of the vet- 
eran, he told the convention. 

More than 600,000 veterans 
have trained in engineering, 
370,000 have gone into teach- 
ing, 
mathematicians and 140,000 as 
scientists, he continued. 

Home-Buying Boom. 

Emphasizing the role of vet- 
erans’ programs in the nation’s 
economy, Whittier said exten- 
sion of home loan legislation 
has resulted in “a G.I. home- 
buying boom.” sa

An expert from the pro- 
ducer of the stunning gun also 
testified that it can not be fore- 
cast how large a charge is re- 
quired for an individual animal. 


Electrical stunning has much 
the saifie shortcomings. besides 
rendering the meat for con- 
sumption, Gassing is also a meth- 
od which varies in the potency 
of the amount required, and so it 
is foreseeable that an animal may 
be humanely gassed _ several 
times. 

The Jewish people, under the 
ancient Mosaic law, are required 
to kill their meat under a method 
peculiar to them. We do not tell 
anyone you must accept our meth- 
od. We ask only, “Let us practice 
it in freedom.” We ask no pro- 
tection of religion, but we demand 
freedom of religion.

Instead of a 
bill requiring stunning or gassing, 
all of which have been proved to 
be inhumane, why not a bill pro- 
hibiting hunting and fishing for 
sport or at least desensitizing the 
poor animals first?

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The Nuclear Suspension 

President Eisenhower's conditional proposal 
to suspend nuclear test exp for one 
year represents an advance toward atémic 
sanity among the nations of the world. — 

It gives official acceptance to the conclu- 
sions of the East-West technical conference 
at Geneva that international control agree- 
ments can be effectively policed. It recog- 
nizes the importance of those conclusions. It 
offers to suspend further United States test 
explosions for a year provided the Soviet 
Union adheres to its suspension announced 
March 31 and p further that the Soviet 
agrees to start ns on a control sys- 
tem. It. proposes, in what is perhaps the most 
constructive part of the President's announce- 
ment, a conference of the Soviet Union, the 
United Kingdom and the United States Oct. 31 
in New York to work out arrangements. 

The announeed suspension is hedged with 
conditions, and comes at a time when the 
United States is understood to have completed 
its Pacific tests and conceivably would have 
suspended for a while in any évent.: The 
Russians likewise announced their unilateral 
suspension at a time when they had just fin- 
ished all the tests they were ready for. The 
British have not reached that point, but Pres- 
ident Eisenhower gives them time to conduct 
their pending Christmas Island tests when he 
proposes that the one-year ban on future tests 
begin with the start of negotiations on a con- 
trol system—which are set for Oct. 31 or 
three months hence. And Britain has accepted 
this idea. 

Thus the three nuclear powers have a 
chance to make use of the natural interval 
between testing periods for serious negotia- 
tion on a more permanent suspension, with 
none of them risking strategic advantage in 
so doing. The President makes doubly sure 
that the test ban would not be used to weaken 
the American position by making it condition- 
al from year to year upon progress in other 
arms control measures, presumably including 
conventional arms. 

Many people will wish the President's pro- 
posal had come much earlier and were not 
so heavily surrounded by conditions which 
could be used to paralyze the negotiations for 
a more lasting accord. Nevertheless the pro- 
posal has been made, just two years after 
Adlai Stevenson was furiously denounced for 
even suggesting it, and now the important 
thing is to make the negotiations a success. 

Millions of people round the globe have 
been demanding a stop to the scarcely-rational 
procedure of poisoning the atmosphere. The 
promptness of the response which Washing- 
ton has made to the conclusions at Geneva is 
a testimony to the force of this world ground- 
swell of opinion. It may as well be recognized 
that to these anxious millions—many of them 
our own—a stoppage of nuclear blasts is not 
a desideratum merely as part of some larger 
good. It is, standing by itself, an objective 
of the very largest preportions. It deserves 
the best, the most honest and the humblest 
efforts we can give. 


Bugs Prefer Blondes 

Irrelevant or not, it seems somehow good 
to hear from a recent report of the Canadian 
Defense Research Board that “mosquitoes 
prefer to bite blondes dressed in black rather 
than brunettes dressed in white.”

Baker has been linked in testimony before 
the committee with shakedowns, jewel traf- 
ficking and other questionable activities, in- 
cluding knowledge of who stole the missing 
Greenlease ransom. These may have been 
his sidelines. His principal occupation seems 
to have been as a muscle-man for Hoffa and 
Gibbons. Baker is and tough, handy to 
have around if a bomb needed throw- 
ing, or if somebdy had to be beaten to within 
an inch of his life to keep the Teamster rank- 
and-file in line. - 

Occasionally Baker may have employed his 
muscle merely to keep in shape, as for in- 
stance the alleged choking incident involving 
a Chicago hotel manager. Most of the time, 
though, it is reasonable to assume that he 
acted on orders from headquarters—from 
Hoffa and from Gibbons who had him on the 
payroll. 

In this connection the committee probably 
will ask for Gibbons’s account of Baker’s ac- 
tivities in Gibbons’s behalf in the 1953 St. 
Louis taxicab strike. Baker was arrested and 
found to be carrying a pistol. Senator Mc- 
Clellan in questioning Baker implied that 
Gibbons armed not only Baker but several 
other goons as well. 


The details of how Gibbons “bought in” to 
Local 688, and of how he then extended his 
control to other St. Louis locals through the 
method of the, “trusteeship” also will be 
worth examining, as will his fast footwork in 
the recent Joint Council election, which he 
has been accused of rigging for his own 
benefit. 

It is conceivable that Harold Gibbons has 
been able to play in the mud without getting 
splattered. People can make up their minds 
about that after the McClellan committee 
hears how he accounts for his use of Barney 
Baker, among other things. 


Realistic Farm Bill 


Missouri cotton farmers will be able to 
plant 82,000 more acres under the new farm 
bill than they could have planted under pre- 
vious legislation. In return for this partial 
freedom from acreage controls, they will have 
to accept lower support payments. 

This is a working example of the object of 
the farm bill, as related in today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion. The object is to reduce both 
federal controls and federal subsidies, to free 
farmers for competition and to free consum- 
ers and taxpayers of some of the cost of sup- 
ported prices.

And the clear light of day is the best 
protection against the kind of misappropria- 
tions and kickbacks exposed by the Senate 
investigators, and against mismanagement re- 
vealed in earlier inquiries. 

Since the House had already killed the Sen- 
ate’s general labor bill, the welfare fund 
measuré is the only immediate result of the 
long study of industrial relations abuses. But 


the need for this law proved undeniable to-a - 


Congress that denied all else in the way of 
labor-management reforms. 


An Offensive Fizsles 

In some ways the most interesting thing 
about the special U.N. Assembly session which 
wound up in a burst of unanimity was the 
collapse of Secretary Dulles’s offensive against 
“indirect aggression.” Exactly what happened 
to it will make an interesting footnote to his- 
tory some day. 

At his news conference July 31, Secretary 
Dulles was full of the subject. He presented 
indirect aggression as the most important 
thing that had been going on in the Middle 
East, and declared: y 

If the practices of indirect aggression as 
they are being developed at the present time 
are allowed to persist in the world, and if no 
way is found to check that, then I think the 
world is indeed in grave danger of war. 

The theme was still prominent in President 
Eisenhower’s address to the Assembly Aug. 
13, although by now it was not the only theme. 
The President proposed U.N. monitoring of 
radio broadcasts, and the establishment of a 
standby U.N. peace force to protect nations 
from “pressure atid infiltration.” All elements 
of a Middle East program, he said, should be 
acted on-tégetlier, as integral elements of a 
single concerned, effort, and the program 
should include action to prevent the foment- 
ing of civil strife from without.

and even the long expected debate on the 
subject was avoided. Mr. Dulles contented 
himself with denouncing indirect aggression 
in a speech to the Veterans of Foreign Wars,

proved priee competition, it will be the small- 
er, less efficient farm operators. They, how- 
ever, have been suffering right: along from 
the technological revolution in agriculture. 
The high price-support policy aided their big 
competitors far more than it aided them, and 
certainly did not stop the trend toward larger, 
more economic farm operations. 

The time must come, we think, when farm 
policy takes into consideration the plight of 
rural people driven off barren soil. There is 
no reason why the nation should not adopt 
long-range rural rehabilitation programs just 
as.it long ago adopted urban rehabilitation 
plans. But not even costly and rigid price 
supports could turn the clock back to horse- 
and-plow farming. The new farm act con- 
cedes the point by reducing price supports. 


Hit Three Times by Lightning 
Whenever Thor, the old Norse thunder god, 
pounds his anvil and the big sparks crack 
around or on an airplane, the occupants are 
seldom in a placid state of mind. What must 
have been the feelings of the 45 passengers 
on the British airliner which lightning struck 
three times in a severe storm last Tuesday 
over France? None of the damage was serious. 
Turbulence. has knocked many a plane out 
of the.sky but* records fail to show a case 


_whefe lightning destroyed one. Planes prob 


ably will continue to be safe from Thor's 
bolts until they become in some way grounded 
while flying—and that would be difficult. 


To Improve County Schools 

St. Louis county as a whole has much to 
gain and very little to lose if its Board of 
Education adopts a reasonably bold approach 
to school district reorganization. 

lf the Board were to content itself merely 
with the elimination of a few small districts, 
the resulting gain for county education as a 
whole would be minimum. In large part this 
is because of geography. The small districts 
of necessity would have to be merged with 
their slightly larger neighbors which them- 
selves have below-average tax resources, 

A bolder approach promises substantial 
gains if adopted at the polls and no real 
losses if rejected. In this connection the 
Boand is studying proposals for combining 
the 29 existing districts into either one, five 
or perhaps eight or nine districts. Most of 
the tax and financial advantages inherent in 
a single district can be obtained by a judi- 
cious combination of five or perhaps as many 
as nine districts. , 

A reorganization on that order would tend 
to equalize educational opportunities, now 
grossly unequal in various parts of the coun- 
ty; would tend to create districts sufficiently 
large to justify wider educational programs, 
including vocational, and would provide bond- 
ing capacity sufficient to meet all or most 
building needs. of the foreseeable future. 

On the other hand, if such a proposal were 
submitted and defeated the county would be 
no worse off than it is now. With so much 
to gain and so little to lose, why shouldn't 
the County Board give the people an oppor- 
tunity to vote on an effective reorganization?

Farm Bill Couples Some Relief From Crop Controls With Lower Price Supports

Contrary to earlier prediction, 
Congress has managed to enact a 
major farm bill in this election year. 

is is the result of an unexpected 
situation—one where major political 

ressures came to be exerted for 
ower price supports. And Washing- 
ton comment tends to rate the event 


‘as a political victory for Secretary 


Benson. Amazingly it casts Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, potent and respected 
politician, in the 

role of loser. 
. The political as- 
The Mirror pect may be titil- 
of lating, but seems 
to us far less sig- 
nificant than the 
fact that Ameri- 
can farmers are 
likely to gain a 
larger measure of freedom. Growers 
of three basic crops—corn, cotton 
and rice—will be less controlled by 
government and less dependent on 
government, The measures passed 
by the Senate and House call for 
corn price supports at 65 per cent of 
parity and no restrictions on acreage. 
It' would give cotton growers a 
choice for the next two years be- 
tween 80 per cent of parity with low

acreage or 65 per cent with higher 


acreage. And it would gradually 


reduce price supports for rice to 65 
per cent, with relaxed acreage con- 
trols. Present statutes put a floor 
under all three crops at 75 per cent 
of parity—a figure representing the 
relation between prices of things the 
farmer sells and those of things he 
buys, as it was in the 1909-14 period. 

The talk about a Benson victory 
stems from the fact that the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture has steadily 
sought lower price supports. He had 
stood firm against an earlier House 
version which would have kept high- 
er federal subsidies. 


Mr, Rayburn entered the picture 
when, following defeat of that House 
measure, he said there should be no 
new farm bill. But cotton and rice 
growers faced the prospect that 
mounting surpluses would, under 
present law, force a 22 per cent cut 
in cotton acreage and a 45 per cent 
cut in land devoted to rice. Their 
concern provided political leverage 
for a compromise Mr. Benson favors. 


This legislation does not cover the 
other three “basic” crops — wheat, 
peanuts and tobacco. 
Eisenhower desire for more flexibili- 
ty in price-support policies may be 
harder to apply to them. But few 
people are satisfied with present farm 
policies, and the basic inconsistency 
of subsidizing larger and larger sur- 
pluses is being constantly exhibited. 


The larger, more mechanized farm-

ers chafe under acreage restrictions. 
And little farmers, operating on 
smaller profit margins, often find 
that price supports afford meager 
help. Other objections are raised to 
farm subsidies. Consumers complain 
that they keep 
prices up. Tax- 
payers complain 
about their cost. 
For some crops, 
such as _ cotton, 
they have de- 
stroyed foreiga 
markets. 

There are good 
reasons for some 
federal aid to 
farmers. They are 
vulnerable to the 
hazards of weather. They cannot, like 
many other producers, control their 
prices. Tariff protection, provided 
for many manufacturers, seldom 
helps farmers, most of whom are 
competing in the world market. Per-. 
sonal hardships and social losses can 
result from wholesale desertion of 
the land. 


But there is much evidence that 
the mechanical revolution on the 
farm is proceeding with reasonable 
smoothness. And there is danger 
that subsidies will be politically 
abused. Legislation looking toward 
greater freedom and efficiency inh 
American agriculture should be wide- 
ly welcomed,

THE WORLD OF MOSES MAIMON. 
IDES, by Jacob S. Minkin. (Thomas 
Yoseloff, 448 pgs., $6.) 


The most prominent Jewish philos- 
opher of the Middle Ages was Moses 
Maimonides (1135-1204). Yet his 


name is practically as unknown to 


most non-Jewish readers as is the 
basis for his fame to most Jews who 
proclaim his greatness. This in- 
formative book should help remedy 
that situation. 

Maimonides, who was born in Cor- 
doba, Spain, stood astride two civil- 
izations, the Islamic and the Chris- 
tian. His historic function was to 
provide access to the Prophetic 
Judaism of his forefathers, which 
served as a spiritual lifeline for 
Jews in the approaching age of the 
ghetto. To evaluate his greatness 
apes understand the role of the 

a d” in Jewish life. 

In Biblical days Jewish jurispru- 
dence was contained in the Five 


Books of Moses, knowa as the Pen~ 


tateuch. As Jewish society became 
more sophisticated, new demands 
were made on its legal framework. 
Around 200 B.C. Rabbis began mak- 


ing amendments to the Pentateuch.: 


which were known collectively as 
the “Mishna.” 

As Jewish leaders feared the 
“Mishna” might rival the Five 
Books, it was forbidden to write 
down the amendments. By 200 A.D. 
so many “Mishnaic” interpretations 
existed that further additions were 
forbidden.

GALESBURG, Ill, Aug. 23 
(AP)—Illinois Republicans have 
taken a firm stand in support 
of judicial reform and the pro- 
posed Korean War veterans 
bonus. 

The platform was adopted 
by delegates to the Republican 
state convention yesterday 
without dissent. The meeting 
was the centennial of the first 
Republican state convention in 
Springfield in 1858.

Ovation for Stratton. 


William G. Stratton was 
cheered by delegates in the 
Knox College gymnasium when 
he called [Illinois the battle- 
ground where the elections 
must be won in 1958 and 1960 
to keep “the kind of America 
we have.” 

The plank on the proposed 
constitutional amendment on 
court reform represented a tri- 
umph for Stratton. The Gov- 
ernor Tnsisted the plank be in 
the platform despite the luke- 
warm attitude of many down- 
staters and some Cook county

Omar Poos 
chairman of the committee 
which drafted the statement of 
party principles, said no at- 
tempt was made to put in a 
strongly worded court reform 
indorsement.

The last weeks of August do 
not ordinarily yield a distin- 
guished musical crop. An ex- 
ception—an oasis, as it were— 
occurred last night, as the 
Summer Chamber Players, a 
small non-professional] orches- 
tra organized and conducted by 
Richard Schneider, presented 
its initial concert at Graham 
Memorial Chapel. 

Schneider, a very young 
man as conductors go ‘he is an 
undergraduate at Dartmouth 
College), is almost frightening- 
ly enterprising. In the com- 
pressed time of one summer, 
he has molded an extremely 
heterodox group into a well- 
balanced and homogeneous en- 
semble; and, having accom- 
plished this much, he set be- 
fore his orchestra a program 
of intimidating magnitude, 
comprising two symphonies, 
three concerti and two mis- 
cellaneous works. 

That a newly formed orches- 


program would be in itself a 
feat; the fact that Schneider 
_and his orchestra did far more 
'than traverse the music is elo- 
quent proof of the conductor’s 
efficiency and the ensemble’s 
responsiveness. While the play- 
ing was not always professional 
in its quality, the defects were 
| of the sort that time and fa- 
miliarity will overcome with 
ease. 

Schneider brings to his work 
a keen scholasticism which is 
as refreshing as it is unusual 
among conductors. Aware of 
the importance of stylistic ac- 
curacy, he used a harpsichord 
continuo in works of Tartini 
and Christian Bach, and he re- 
frained from suppressing the 
repeats in the Tartini Concerto 
Grosso in F and in Sammar- 
tini’s C Major Symphony. Fur- 
thermore, his ‘galant’ interpre- 
tations showed vigor, well de- 
'fined rhythmie impulse ele-| 
gantly sculpted phrasing. 

Occasionally, Mr. Schneider’s | 
scholasticism deteriorated into 
| pedantry. 
‘ably the slow movement of 
| Mozart’s Second Flute Con- 
_certo, and the March and Pan- 
tomime from Britten’s “Mat- 
inees Musicales”), his phras- 
ings became rigid, his beat 
metronomic and his tempi 
unduly hurried. In short, he 
became the victim of the score, 
rather than the servant of the 
musie.

In response to Tucker’s re- 
marks, United States. District 
Attorney Don A. Tabbert, who 
is directing the investigation, 
retorted: “The mayor’s remarks 
are not worthy of comment.” 
Tabbert is a protege of United 
States Senator William E. Jen- 
ner (Rep.), Indiana. 

Police Found No Gambling. 

Tucker told reporters that 
he heard reports of gambling 
operations in Terre Haute 
about three weeks before fed- 
eral agents raided the syndi- 
cate’s headquarters and cl 
it last Nov. 29. He added that 
he requested an investigation 
by Police Chief Frank Riddle, 
who found no gambling, 

Riddle; also called to testify

Rogers directed the United 
States Attorney at San Fran- 
cisco to withdraw the claim 
against John F. Linehan, now 
a Government employe at Oak- 
land, Calif. The $544.89 had 
been advanced to Linehan in 
1944 to pay his transportation 
bill from Australia to the 
United States following his 
evacuation from the Philip- 
pines. 

Linehan was a Navy civilian 
employe at Cavite Navy Yard 
when the Japanese attacked. 
He worked under fire until 
Manila fell and then retreated 
to the hills with his pregnant 
wife and small son. 

Linehan fought as a guer- 
rilla for almost three years be- 
fore he was evacuated by sub- 
marine to Australia. To receive 
transportation back to this 
country, Linehan was required 
by the United States consul in 
Brisbane to sign a $544.89 
note. 


NEGRO RUNS AGAINST 
HEBERT IN LOUISIANA 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 23) 
(AP)—A Negro attorney and | 


two other candidates today 
challenged Representative F. 
Edward Hebert of Louisiana's 
first congressional] district in a 
Democratic primary. 

In the four-way contest with 
Hebert were attorney A. P. Tu- 
reaud, Lionel A. Hernandez and 
A. Roswell Thompson. 


Above 141,041 voters were 
registered in the district, which 
includes part of New Orleans 
and two adjoining parishes 
(counties). 

The last time Hebert had 
opposition was in the 1952 pri- 
mary, when 30,000 votes were 
cast. That was 20 per cent of a 
registration of 146,504. Hebert 
first was elected in 1940. 

Tureaud, Louisiana counsel 
for the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, was Hebert’s busiest 
opponent. He hoped for the 
support of 18,000 Negro voters 
registered in the district. 


Seven other Congressmen in 
the state and several state and 
local] officials also were to be 
nominated. 

The polls opened at 6 a.m. 
and will close at 8 p.m. There 
was a possibility of rain hamp- 
ering voting in southern Loui- 
siana before nightfall. 

Four members of the House 
were unopposed, three had op- 
position and’ nine candidates 
sought the vacancy left in the 
Eighth District by the ‘death 
of Representative George S. 
Long, brother of Gov. Earl 
Long. 

The Governor, contending 
more voters would turn out, 
switched elections from the tra- 
ditional Tuesday to Saturday 
in the 1958 legislature. 

Slightly more than 906,000 
Democrats were registered, and 
about one-third of them were 
expected at the polls. Absentee 
voting has been unusually high, 
which may mean only that a 
lot of persons planned to be 
out of town this weekend. 

The Democratic nominee nor- 
mally is the eventual winner in 
Louisiana.
